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HIGH PRAISE FOR 
TOWN’S BEACHES

SOUTHEND’S beaches have been ranked 
among the best in Britain. 

The town was ranked joint fifth after receiving 
nine awards - seven from Keep Britain Tidy and 
two Blue Flags. 

The ratings recognise water cleanliness and 
access to facilities, and are based on an interna¬ 
tionally recognised criteria. 

Deputy leader of the council, John Lamb, feels 
the town should be proud of its beaches. 

He said: “This highlights the importance of the 
control orders we brought in which ban the walk¬ 


ing of dogs on our beaches between May 1 and 
September 30. 

“It also justifies our decision not to allow don¬ 
key rides on the beach. 

“All the elements we had control over - such as 
signage, management and safety - were beyond 
criticism. 

“The fact we received seven Quality Coast 
Awards is testament to this.” 

Areas that ranked highest were East Beach, 
Shoebury Common, Thorpe Bay, Jubilee Beach, 
Chalkwell and Bell Wharf 

Despite the highest ever ranking, Southend lost 
one of its three blue flags at Three Shells. This 


was due to a decrease in water quality, possibly 
caused by the wet summer. 

The beach failed on its last reading for faecal 
streptococci, which was taken in September 
2009. 

Mr Lamb added: “It was down to environmen¬ 
tal factors which were beyond our control. 

“Keep Britain Tidy said Three Shells was still 
among the best beaches in England being clean, 
safe and well-managed with well-maintained 
facilities.” 

Eight beaches across the country lost blue flags 
due to heavy summer rainfall, which washed land 
material into the sea, including animal faeces.

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It’s in the bag

POLICE officers in Shoebury 
have come up with an innovative 
way to taclde the problem of 
alcohol-fuelled anti-social 
behaviour in the area. 

By issuing off-licences with a 
supply of different coloured car¬ 
rier bags, police are looking to 
tackle the issue by identifying 
how young people obtain their 
alcohol. 

The seven independent off- 
licences in Shoebury have each 
been issued with a supply of car¬ 
rier bags, each shop with a dif¬ 
ferent colour. 

Licensees are encouraged to 
issue these bags when serving 
people, roughly aged between 18 
and 30 during weekends, when 
the problems tend to arise. 

Local neighbourhood special¬ 
ist officer ^SO), PC Spencer 
Trueman, said: “The reason for 
this new carrier bag scheme is 
multi-faceted but the project has 
the overall aim of reducing alco¬ 
hol-fuelled anti-social behaviour 
across Shoebury.” 

The carrier bag scheme was 
devised by PC Trueman, along 
with fellow NSO PC William 
Cheung and their supervisor. 


Sergeant Ian Hughes, after resi¬ 
dents had highlighted a local 
problem with young people con¬ 
gregating in public areas, drink¬ 
ing alcohol and being a nuisance. 

The officers then met with 
other local agencies, and 
SMAART (Southend Multi- 
Agency Anti-social behaviour 
Response Team) agreed to fund 
the project, which has involved 
ordering 2,000 of each coloured 
bag. 

Staff from the parks depart¬ 
ment also have their part to play 
in this project, because if they 


come across a site in the local 
parks, which it appears has been 
used as a gathering point for a 
group of drinkers, they can see 
from the rubbish left behind 
which carrier bags have been 
issued, and again this can be 
traced back to the off-licence 
who sold the alcohol. 

Shoebury residents are encour¬ 
aged to contact police to discuss 
issues that affect them. The local 
neighbourhood policing team 
can be reached on 0300 333 
4444 or via the team’s mobile 
phone on 07710 086590.

Wild woods walk 


LIZ WADE and her two boys enjoy a nice afternoon on 
their visit to Hockley Woods in Castle Point 



W OODLAND walks and a 
large children’s play area 
offered a great afternoon 
out with the kids. 

On a detour home from 
Southend we spotted the 
entrance to Hockley Woods and 
decided to stop off and have a 
look around. 

Had we driven past we would 
have missed a lovely afternoon 
enjoying woodland walks, 
spending time in the children’s 
play area, and enjoying an ice 
cream at the picnic benches. 

Hockley Woods, which covers 
an area of around 280 acres, is 
the largest remaining area of the 
wild wood which covered Essex 
after the Ice Age 10,000 years 
ago. 

The woodland is made up of a 
wide range of different trees 
including oak and sweet chest¬ 
nut, birch, hornbeam, willow, 
hazel and ash. 

Hockley Woods, which is 
owned by Rochford District 
Council, is a site of Special 
Scientific Interest and is home to 
a number of protected species 
including the Health Fritallary 
butterfly, which hatches from its 
pupa each June. 

The woods are steeped in his¬ 
tory and are criss-crossed by 
woodbanks, the earliest dating 
from the Middle Ages. These 
woodbanks were used years 
ago to keep grazing animals out 
of coppice woods and to show 
where each owner’s land was. 

It is the largest continuous 


native woodland in Essex as well 
as the whole of eastern England. 
It gets this status because, 
unlike other woodlands in the 
area, such as Epping Forest, it 
isn’t divided by roads. 

Hockley Woods, which is 
made up of a group of half-a- 
dozen ancient woods and is vir¬ 
tually intact except for a few bits 
which have been lost around the 
fringes, gave us the opportunity 
to enjoy a long woodland walk 
and take in its surrounding from 
woodland plants to insects and 
animals. The area has a range of 
different types of wild flowers, as 
well as a variety of ancient 
woodland plants. If you want 
variety then visit the area in May 
to see its flowers, June and July 
to see the butterflies, and 
October to see its fungi. 

There are various pathways to 
follow through the woods offer¬ 
ing a choice of a short walk or a 
long ramble with the family. 

After enjoying the woodlands, 
we headed for the play area next 
to the car park, which is quite 
large compared to other parks. 

The play area was great and 
offered lots to do for children of 
all ages. There were lots of old 
favourites including climbing 
frames, swings and slides, as 
well as a zip wire, a circular ring 
of swings which was popular 
with the kids, and a circular 
assault course with beams to 
balance on, logs to step across 
and bridges to walk over. 

The area was fenced off and 


enclosed so there were no dogs 
running around, and there were 
plenty of grassy areas to enjoy a 
picnic. There were also a few 
picnic benches next to the play 
area, offering a place to sit for 
dog walkers, and somewhere to 
enjoy an ice cream, as well as a 
public toilet by the entrance, 
handy for parents with kids. 

Hockley Woods is popular with 
visitors throughout the year and 
holds several events including 


an annual Wild Wood Day. 

Its next Wild Wood Day will run 
from 11am to 4pm, on &turday, 
June 5. The event, which is in its 
7th year, includes a range of 
activities including archery, a 
climbing wall, and arts and 
crafts workshops. This year the 
event, organised by Rochford 
District Council, will also include 
a visit from Henry VIII and 
Geocaching, a high-tech trea¬ 
sure hunt game.

Q- How do you think a coalition Government 
is likely to affect the property market? 

A. A good question. Basically, everything 
depends on sentiment; on confidence, or the 
lack of it. And, as far as the broader economic 
situation is concerned, this is - as always - very 
much in the lap of the gods (although 
unfortunately, they happen to be Greek gods on this occasion...) Nevertheless, the 
initial reaction of the financial markets to the election of Britain’s first coalition 
Government since the last war has been broadly positive. 

In the longer run, what will matter most is the way the new Government tackles the 
enormous public sector deficit. And here too they seem to be making the right 
noises. Mervyn King, Governor of the Bank of England, and the man ultimately 
responsible for setting interest rates, has already voiced his general approval of the 
plans that have so far been announced, although everyone concedes that there is 
a lot more to do. 

As for those issues more specifically related to the housing market, such as the 
future of Home Information Packs and reform of the Stamp Duty regime, neither 
appears to be considered important enough to be slated for early implementation. 
Interestingly, at the time of writing, the former shadow housing spokesman. Grant 
Shapps, has just been confirmed in the role of Housing Minister. However - unlike 
his numerous Labour predecessors - he will not have a seat in the Cabinet. 
Nevertheless, when all’s said and done, the fact remains that the UK property 
market has proved itself pretty resilient up to now, in the face of what was widely 
regarded as the worse recession since the 1930’s. Only 18 months ago, there were 
predictions that prices could decline by anything up to 30% from their 2007 peak, 
whereas in fact they are currently rising at 10% year on year, and are already nearly 
back to where they were at their height. 

In Britain, the property market has its own built-in dynamic, with death, divorce, 
and growing and contracting family sizes all having an impact. It’s not just about 
economics. Nor is a little thing like a coalition Government likely to have any 
impact on the long-term stability of the market. Just ask all the wealthy Greeks 
who are apparently flocking to London to buy property in order to safeguard their 
money!

ARE YOU A LANDLORD 
SOME FREQUENTLY ASKED QUESTIONS 


Q: Will the agent ensure that a deposit is taken for dilapidations and 
damages? A: Check that the agent is registered with one of the Tenancy Deposit 
Schemes.
